STORM SHATTERED, 


Destructive Visitation by 
the Raging Elements. 


East St. Louis Damaged to the 
Extent of $50,000. 


Terrible Scenes of Houseless 
Families in the Rain. 


Shipping on the River Destroyed 
to the Amount of $25,000. 


Enormous Destruction of Property in the 
City—Details of the Storm King’s 
Trip—The Individual Losses, 


The crashing roll of the thunder, the howl- 
ingofthe gale and the hissing of the rain 
joined together last night into an infernal ora- 
torio, the like of which St. Louis has not heard 
or seen for vears. For a time the lightning was 
incessant, flash succeeding flash with a rap- 
idity that was horribly dazzling, and the gen- 
eral disorder and terror of the scene was in- 
creased by the crashing of trees, sign- 
boards and chimneys before the fury of 
the hurricane. The streets were full of dan- 
ger forevery one who was abroad at mid- 
night. Great iron signs were torn down from 
their moorings and spun through the air for 
hundreds ot feet, The air wus full of boards, 
bricks, shingles, pieces of slate and all the in- 
numerabile articles which the wind had gath- 


ered in its wild dance over the rooftrees. The, 


camage done everywhere was great, but the 
heaviest loss was On the river. The gale swept 
down uponthe boats with irresistible fury, 
andina few minutes had done more than 
$25,000 worth of damage. It was upon the 
river, too, that the only casualty of the night 
occurred, the fireman of the Blue Lodge being 
blown into eternity in the midst of all the wild 
terrors of this Walpurgis night. 
Service reports that the gaie biew fora while 
at the rate of sixty miles an hour, 
but the anemometer of the Signal Service Sta- 
tion is at such a heighttrom the ground that 
it rather overstates the velocity of the wind at 
th#ground level. The following observations 
taken by Mr. B. D. Kribben from his ane- 
mometer at 923 Amelia avenue, seventy-three 
feet above the surtace of the earth, indicates 
the force of the cyclone in that vicinity. Tie 
readings are:

Rain began 11:53 p.m. and ceased 12:34 a. 
m., and amounted to .75 inch. The second 
thunder shower began at 1:50 a.m., and pre- 
cipitated 29inch. Thethird thunder shower 
began at 3:50 a. m., and precipitated 1.43 
inch. ‘Total rainfall during night 2.47inches. 

This shows that there were really three 
storms in one, probably caused by the return 
of the cyclone upon its course. The heavens 
clouded over and tne oppressive. dead head 
betokened a thunder storm early in the even- 
ing. Asthe hours went ontowards midnightthe 
heavy,dank caloric in the atmosphere became 
uimostinsupportable. What is cailed heat 
lightning fashedinthe Western heavens in- 
cessantly and once in a while the ear could 
catch the low rumble of thunder that seemed 
miles and miles away. At last about 11:30 
there afellahush upon the city that was 
noticeakie in itself, everythingtand everybody 
stemed to stop and wait. The pause was 
broken subdenly by x hush and 
a burry: in the heavens above, 
and almost before any one could realize 
itthe gale swept down. A bellow of thunder 
and a hissing glare of lightning came at the 
same time, andthe warm drops of ruin began 
to patter on the sidewalks. The wind waued 
and groaned in the park trees for a minute 
and then seemed to spring at them in fury. 
Limbs ‘cracked and gave way: the 
themselves bent almost to 
the earth, and the rattle of falling 
chimneys behind added a new note to the dis- 
cord. he hurricane increased in force as the 
minutes wore on, and it was a matter of ex- 
treme difficuity to stand upright in any ex- 
posed station. And difficulty was not the 


worst of it. Each gieam of the inces- 
sant lightning showed = the alr full 
of unusual things; branches ot 


trees, sign-boards, awnings, tree boxes, ev- 
erything one could think of went sailing along 
in the upper air, and while the reporter was 
watching the eleinental gavotte from the cor- 
nerof Thitteenth and Olive streets he noticed 
tworumpled and disgusted-looking Lens hurled 
againstone of the upper storiesof Pezolt’s 

all. They fell to the pavement 
and were promptly appropriated by 
fl colored brother, who risked

a number of trees about the city, but only one 
house appearsto have been struck, without 
damage to the inmates.

NORTH ST. LOUIS, 

The North St. Louisa reporter of the 1’osT- 
DISPATCH this morning started shortly after 
daybreak and made athorough canvass of the 
entire northern part of the city to ascertain the 
damages caused by the midnight tornado. 
Fortunately in this, as in nearly all previous 
cyclones, North St. Louis escaped without any 
very serious results, and $4,000 will probably 
cover all damxuvze done. ‘The most serious 
freak of the wind occurred at the Jefferson 
Flouring Mill, on the south side of North Mar- 
ket street, between Ninth and Tenth, 
opposite the Fourth District Police Station. 
The tin roofing, 100x110, was lifted off the 
great building like an exg shell, and carried 
down into a yard adjoining the mill. As soon 
as the roofing was liited off the rain beat down 
with tremendous force,and madeits way down 
through the building to the cellar, running 
through a lot of flour and wheat, and probab- 
ly making it worthless. The Sessingheus 
Bros., owners of the mill, Can as yet make no 
estimate of the damage, but $1,000 will 
probably cover it. 

A part ofthe fence of Henry Brinckmeyer, 
grocer, 35038 Broadway, was biown Gut on to 
the street. Severnl large shade trees at Sam- 
ue! Gaty’s residence, 5491 Broadway, were 
biown down, The roadways in the lumber 
yards ofthe Eau Claire, Knapp, Stout & Co. 
Comp’y and Schulenburg & Boeckeler’s are all 
afloat and the lumber from the top 
ofthe piles is scattered in every direction. 
The two frame residences at the foot of Destre- 
han street are filled with twelve inches ol river 
water, caused by the sewer leading tothe river 
being closed. ‘ 

On Sixteenth and Hébert streets an 18-inch 
shade tree was torn out by its roots. Along 
the northern part of Broadway the cel/ars are 
all filled with water, but no great damage bas 
been done. Fitty feet of the fence ot L. Clax- 
ton, Ninth an Angelica streets is blown 
down. The show window of August Behrens, 
cigar-maker, southwest corner of Tenth and 
Salisbury streets, was demolished by the 
storm. 

A tree and tree-box was wrecked atthe 
corner of Tenth and Angelica streets. 

College Hiil, near the Water Tower, the high- 
est point in the city, entirely escaped, not even 
as much as a tree being biown down. 

The Eddy Mansion, Tenth street and Penrose 
avenue, lost forty panes of giass by the wind. 

Hyde Park, Tweifth and Salisbury streets, 
escaped, with the exception of two shade trees 
that were blown down. 

The only church to sustain any damage was 
the Holy ity, Catholic, Eleventh and Mal-

linckrodt streets, which lost part of the porch 


at dye | on Malinckroat street. 

The chimney and fire walis of the Jefferson 
Hali, Broadway and Exchange street, were 
blown off, damaging the structure to the 
amount of $50. 

Two large doors of the Benfon-Bellefontaine 
car stables were blown off, and the back yard, 
or car shed, covered with two feet of water, 
caused by the sewers in the vicinity becoming 
choked up. 

Fifty sparrows were found dead in Jackson 
Park, Eleventh and North Market streets. 
They were killed by the storm. 

Wm. H. Stone’s pilace,.Tenth and Farrar 
coer, suffered the loss of several shade 

rees. 

A two-story brick dwelling in course of erec- 
tion on Wright street, between Broadway and 
Ninth street, was partly blown down by the 
wind, causing abouts $600 damage. The 
building is owned by August Mannewall, 2623 
Broadway. 

A $50 shade tree was demolished in front of 
the residence of Mr. Hamilton, No, 924 La 
Beaume street. 

All rafts and raft boatsin harbor along the 
lumber wharf eacaped the wind’s wrath. 

The fire wails of the residence of Henry 
Menke, No. 1606 Sullivan avenue, were blown 
down, causing $50 damages. 

A chimney on the dwelling northeast corner 
Thirteenth and Hebert streets, owned by Po- 
lice Sergeant Charles Kick, was biown down, 
damaging the building $15. 

The fire walls of the residence of Herman 
Astrot, No. 1664 Sullivan avenue, were blown

The flagstaff of the house on the southeast

At Filley’s toundry, on Cass avenue and Main 
street, there were anumber of panes of giass 
broken and other dainages, amounting to $300. 

The shade trees at 1830 Biddle street were 
hurled across the street, and the same damage 
was dong at 1901 Biddle. 

The fences and fire wall at Eighteenth and 
Biddle were demolished. 

Fences were blown down at 1210 North Nine- 
teenth astreet, at 1806 Wash street, at 
Eighteenth and O’Fallon, and sections of 
walls were demolished at Seventeenth and 
Uxss avenue and at 1521 Biddle street.

: EAST ST. LOUIS. . 

East St. Louis emerged from the storm this 
morningina very ailopidated condition, the 
high winds damaging, more or less, fully two 
hundred houses, and bringing ruin, desolation 


and poverty to nearly as many poor families, 
When the storm raged ercest and 
the houses rattled on their foundations 


hundreds of men, women and children aban- 
doned theif beds, preferring to wander around 
the streetsin the potting rain to running the 
risk of being crushed by falling nouses. The 
southern portion of the city presented a pitiful 
Sight about midnight, the ea 
rains having flooded the lowlands, in whic 
ars located about 200 houses, mostof which 
are frame and not the most substantiallv 
built. The families, with few exceptions, 
waded knee-deep in water to seek some 
place of shelter. Many of the mothers, 
with infants in their arms and little 
children clinging to their skirts, groped 
their way in mud and water to the shelter of a 
friendly treight car. Three of the houses were 
lifted from their foundations and thrown ‘on 
their sides, while the number minus chimneys, 
a portion of the roof, sides of the houses or 
porches in this one locality will amount to fully 
filty. The Narrow Gauge round-houge, direct- 
ly south of the Willows, suffered severely. the 
greater portion of the building being levelea. 
Koehler’s new mill in the same neighborhood, 
which was almost completed, is minus the 
roof, upper story and engine-house. The 
East St. Louis elevator, south of the bridge, 
escaped with the loss of two smoxke-stacks 
and slight damage tothe roof and side from 
the falling stacks. Thetin roofof one of the 
towers on the bridge was raised, but remained 
on the tower. Pe . Stack’s 
saloon and boarding-house was dam- 
aged about $500 worth. Livingstone’s hotel 
was relieved of porches, chimney and other 
‘apperdages which will cost about to re- 
pair. About 150 feet of the Vandalia freignt 
depot on the south side was 
carried away and landed on Dyke avenue. 
Advance elevator and elevator B suffer. 
ea about $200, principally §to their roofs. The 
houses north of the bridge near the Douglas 
School were damaged only by chimneys being 
blown down. The damage onthe island wit 
foot up about $50,400. The scenes about 
town were siurilar to those on the 
Island. All the male members of 
families were walking around town, while the 
women andchildren were huddled togetier 
in houses considered safe from the fury of the 
storm. The Hazel Mill was damaged about 
$500, the stacks being biown into the yard, 
ap 4 portion of the eust 
side of the wall being dam- 
aged. Boeckelman’s feed store, on Broad- 
wuy, lost the front portionof the building and 
sustained $500 damage. The tin roof of the St. 
John building is now lyingon Fourth street. 
The east gwall of Reeb’s new building 
in course of erection on Broad- 
way, near Main, fell with a crash 
on Seibert’s frame meat shop, crushing the 
building to kindling wood snd spoiling the 
stock. Mr. Seibert’s loss will be about $1,000. 
Hein2%e’s store on L!linois avenue was unroofed 
and stock and building damaged $1,000. A 
new two-story building in course 
of erection on Summit avenue 
was demolished, the loss being about $800. A 
two-story brick house occupied by ‘Squire 
Draggon and M. A. Sullivan on Sixth and ILili- 
nois avenue was relieved of a portion of the 
walls ana porch: damage, $500. The Allerton 
House, partially unroofed and build- 
ing injured, and contents injured nearly 
$800. The stack at Heim’s brewery and ice- 
houses, the Out houses and other damages will 
amount to $1,000. Capt. De Hahn’s large chim- 
neys were biown over, one of which caved in 
the roof, the debris falling into the upper 
rooms damage about $800. _Richardson’s brick 
house On Ninth street, occupied by Mr. Morris, 
was unroofed and one end blown in, the de- 
bris falling on two small children sieeping in 
one of the upper rooms, completely burying 
them under the bricksand mortar. The work 
of rescue was immediately commenced and the 
children found to have sustained only slightin- 
juries. 

Flori Suilivan’s two-story brick house had 
one end stovein and porches carried away; 
damage about $400. The new frame house be- 
longing toMr. Kelly was tied into a sailog 
knot, which to untie will necessitate tearing 
down. Deputy Sreriff Anthony’s house was 
badly shaken, it being impossible this 
morning to close any of the doors. The houses 
in the suburbs were all more or less injured, 
but as far as could be ascertained none were 
altogether blown down. The trees, 
fences and shrubbery are completely de- 
molished in the country. The foregotng is only 
a partial list of the damage in East St. Louis 
proper. The lines on mostof the roads were 
blowu down or so Knotted asto prevent com- 
munication. 


THE RIVER. 


The fury of the storm upon the river was ter- 
rific. The waves ran very high and many very 
large boats were torn from their moorings ad 
carried helplessly down the river. Twoboats, 
the Blue Lodge and Champion No.9, were gunk, 
and the Annie P. Silver, the City of Helena, 
the Carrier, the Colorado, the Grand Pacific 
and the Chas. P. Chouteau and a number of 
barges and coal flats were more or less in- 
jured. The Biue Lodge is valued at $lv,000. 
She is the property of MacDonald Bros., ium- 


ber merchants ot La Crosse, Wis., 
She is the third boat belonging 
to this firm that has been 


lost since January, the other two being the 
Little Eagle and the Bella Mack. The vad 
luck of the firm has kept up uninterruptedly 
ever since the new year. Besides these vessels 
which were lost, several other of their Doats 
have been severely damaged. The -Blus 
Lodge came down from La Crosse on 
Wednesday and was to have departed 
for the North again at daybreak to-day. Shé 
was lying at the footjof Cherry street when the 
storm struck her. She broke loose and drifted 
against the middle pier of the bridge. There 
were twenty people on board, All hands 
went to work to head her for the shore, 
but were helpless in the grasp 
of the storm. A coal flat which .was 
tied to her struck tne bridge and broke loose 
and the unfortunate steamer was carried down 
the river. She finally sunk at.the head of the 
Pittsburg dvke, on the:east side. COapt. 
Bigelow, who was on board, says he will never 
forget the last trip of the Blue Lodge. It was 
reported ‘this morning that tive of the hands 
of the Blue Lodge were lost iathe river, but 
this, Capt. Bigelow says, is a mistake. No 
lives were lost, aithough an old gentleman 
named Holmes, who was a passenger, and a 
boy named Seele had narrow escapes. The 


rumor probably had its 
the story of the adventures, during 
the storm, of John Burke, a_ boiler 


cleaner. Burke is saidto have jumped off the 
boat while she was passing under the bridge. 
He saw a skiff floating bottom up a short di¢g- 
tance off and swam to it. Two colored and one 
white man were keeping themselves afloat by 
holding’ on, ana just as Burke 
reached the one of the colored 
men, who is said to have been 
a roustabout employed on the Blue Lodge, let 
go his hold andtis said to have drowned. 
Burke immediately swam tothe other side of 
the river and effected a landing on the tug 
Rescue; he then threw alineto the othertwo 
men in the skiff and pulled them ashore. The 
engineer'of the Blue Loage jumped off on to 
the steamer John L. Rhoads, which was an- 
chored inthe river. He disiocated his ankle. 

The Biue Lodge was notinsurea. Arrange- 
ments have already been made by Messrs. 
Carroll & Powell to raise her. 

Champion No. 9, the other steamboat which 


was lost, was an old boat. 
She formerly belonged to Dan 
Rice, the veteran showman, and was 


used for giving circus performunces at river 
landings. She was the property of Capt. 
Woodward who bought her of herformer own- 
er, Capt. Dan. Silver, onlvjthis week. She was 
lying at the foot of Chambers street when the 
storm struck her. She was carried under tne 


ridge and sunk at the Gartside 
dump. Parts of her flo 
down the river this morning. The boat is 


completely submerged and will be a total loss. 
She 1s insured tor her full value, £10,000. 

The Annie P. Silver, the rehabilitated Susie 
Silver, was badly damaged. Both her derricks 
were broken off; both fines were blown down 
the burricane and boiler decks were ri 
off, a1. 6 ene jack-staff was struck by lightn 
and destroyed. The damages amount to $1 
fully insured. The boat is the property of 
Capt. Dan.

A couple of young gentlemen well-known in 
St. Louis society and business circles have just 
returned from Cincinnati with an experience 
of the police stations and Black Maria of 
Porkopolis which they will not soon forget. 
Both young gentiemen are members of the 
West £nd, McCullough and Assembly Clubs 
and move in first-classsociety. They are both 
traveling men and are regarded as well up in 
their respective departments. Each is known 
to beajolly, whole-souled, good-natured fellow 
About 8 week ago the two gentlemen started 
for Cincinnati to make arrangements with 
well known business housesthere. Soon after 
they passed Vincennes they were joined bya 
gentleman from Colorado, who was acquaint- 
ed with some of the relatives of oneof the 
gentlemen. They were sitting in the parlor 
car, when the conductor came up and asked 
them if they would not like to play a game of 
cards. 

‘*Yes,’’ said one of them, ‘‘but we have not 
a deck with us.’’ 

‘*I’ll get one,’’ said the conductor, and he 
soon brought it to them. 

When the boys left St. Louis they had about 
half a gallon of whisky in their valise and a 
couple of boxes of good cigars.

Jr., was pretty well intoxicated, but 
was conducting himself in agentieman!y man- 
ner. After some further talk, he proposed 
an adjournment for another drink, and the 

roposition was carried unanimously. When 
Barroll's time came to pay for the liquor, he 
put his hands in his pockets, searched a 
while, and said: ‘‘By George, I’ve lost my 
money. My pocketbook is gone. I have not

‘‘Never mind,’’ said one of the gentlemen 
from St. Louis, ‘‘1’ll pay for these drinks, ’’ 
and he pulled outa dollar bill and settled the 
account. Mr. Carroll thought a minute and 
then turning tothe man from Colorado ex- 
claimed:

The man from Colorado pulled ont a large 
roll of money and said he did not [want any of 
Carroll’s property.

38,118, from Monumen: to River Bend, and 
in 88,157, from Gardner to Rosita, Col. 
Upon the return of the indictments the grand 
jury was discharged. The date of the conspir- 
acy in the Mese'ole-Brady indictments is fixed 
at June 23, 1879. and in the Price- Brady indic’- 
ment Juiy 1,1879. The nature of the cOn-~ 
spiracy is simiiar to that charged in the cases 
now being tried, namely, illegal expedition 
and increase of service upon routes.

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Slavery Days Recalled. 
Leuisville Special Dispatch to N. Y. Times. 

Memories of the ante-bellum days were re- 
calied in a vivid manuer to-day in this city y 
the sale into slavery for one year of Jobn 
Hansopv. John is, as the advertisement post- 
ed on the Court-house door states, ‘fan able- 
bodied man of color, about forty years of nee, 
sound in every respect, with the exception of 
a rheumatic trouble of the lower limbs. 
Hanson was brought before a Justice’s court 
a few days ago and convicted of vagrancy. 
The Justice sent the case to the Circuit Court, 
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where, under the provisions of a law passed in 
1795 he was sentenced to be sold at public 
auction to the highest bidder for one year. 
The authority for this sentence is found in 
section 4 ofthe vacrancy law of Kentucky, 
which reads as followa: ‘Persons indicted 
for vagrancy sball be tried by a jury, and if 
found guilty, shall be sold into servitude for 
a period not exceeding one year.” As Han- 
ron’s case was the first of the kind in this city 
since before the war, the announcement of 
his sale brought a large crowd together, in 
spite of a threatening storm, to wiiness the 
sight. - A large number of negroes were 
present, and their comments on the sale were 
very amusing. Oneold darkey with frostv 
hairremarked: ‘Look out, white folks, look 
out; you start dis heah business agin and 
there’ll be another ’beliion,suah.’’ Another 
said: ‘“‘Why dat niggah’s no count; I 
wouldn’t give five cents for him, I’d consider 
a nickel frowd away on bim.’’ 

At 12 o’clock the Sheriff made his appear- 
ance with the vagrant intow. The latter was 
mounted on a chair and sheepishiy surveyed 
the crowd about him. Several men approacbed 
him, felt of bis legs and arms, and asked him 
how much work he could do, and finally the 
bidding commenced. Fifty cents were the 
first offer, and fora while the bidding was 
lively, going up a nickel at a time until $1 15 
was reached. Then there was a pause and it 
looked as if the poor fellow would be knocked 
down at this figure, when a city scavenger of- 
fered $2, and noone bidding against him, se- 
cured his man. The negro said noth- 
ine to the hoots of the crowd, but 
meekly -follewed his master off. By the 
laws of the State the purchaser has 
the same power over his purchase as a8 
master over a siave had before the war, and 
can whip him or use him in any manner ne 
sees fit. The Judge who sentenced Hanson 
says he is going toserve every vsegrant who 
comes before him in the future in the same 
manner. The negroes in the crowd were 
much excited, and thoughtit wastoo un- 
pleasantly like old silave-time practices for 
comfort. As an illustration of the stagnation 
prevalent in Kentucky, this incident is par- 
ticularly striking. ‘That a law passed in the 
last century, and which isin direct conflict 
with the jaws and Constitution of the United 
States, should be enforced in a large city ijike 
Louisville and in this aze is not only remark- 
able, but strongly indicative of the non-pro- 
gressive spirit which characierizes' the 
Bourbon law-makers of this typical Bour- 
bon State.

A City of Adventuresses. 
From a New York Letter. 

No woman who has ever lived in New York 
is quite happy anywhere else, uniess she be 
some good women with a soul and breeding 
in her. This city is infested with thousands 
of disappointed women who have made early 
marriages, and have trifled with their trifling 
husbands till dissipation, or temptation, or 
penury has produced a separativn,and the 
woman is still leit presentable; and, with 
the enormous number of bachelorsin New 
York, many ofthem well fixed in pocket, 
such agrass widow or divorced woman 
speedily makes a new world and lives in it, 
and for a few years it seems more delightful 
than her married life. There is a strong 
temptation in this class of New York womer 
to throwaway the restraints of marriage, the 
necessity of housekeepiny, of economizing, of 
bearing children, and dropping into tne rou- 
tine of duty and iabor. 

The system of flats and: tenements pervad- 
ing this city shakes together dissimilar peo- 
ple, and the adventurous, daring ones corrupt 
the more modest and trustabie. A woman, 
for example. who has married voung, and 
parted from her husband and becomes a mi.- 
tress, exercises a powerful influence for evil 
over other young persons. She bas suflicient 
breeding to be theirequal, and enough ex- 
perience to be their instructor. She tells 
tuem that matrimony is a hard life; that there 
are two persons to please; that the man in- 


sists upon having his own way, and 
yet does not correct his own evil 
tendencies; and that the best 
way to govern a man is to 
keep him at will, without  giv- 
ing him the legal authority 


to order one about. As New York is not 
only the greatest American city, but one of 
the largest cosmopolitan cities of the world, 
having more Hebrews in it thaa any other 
city, and perhaps more Germans, and cer- 
tainly more Irish, there are great numbers of 
men bere willing for evhemeral domestic 
accommodation to pay well, and on these the 
adventuresses feed. The city itself contri- 
butes a very large proportion of its women 
through the defects in the domestic com- 
forts. In other cities everv family has a 
separate home. In New York hardly one 
family in fifty has a whole house. Hence a 
worldly wisdom and hard experience atiends 
the New York bred woman below the middle 
class just asin Paris and other continental 
cities of Europe.

They exact ibree 
conditions before coming: Firsi, they wani to 
be sure that their cure,if successful, will be 
generally accepted; second, that after the first 
favorabie trial even greater experiments with 
animals and human beings shail be made, they 
agreeing to find the human victims; third, 
tuat their success shall reap a substantial pe- 
cuniary reward.

No man can be elected who dees not 
receive the entire party vote. A considerable 
portion of this vote is really independent. 
Even a blind man must see that the spirit of 
independence has grown inthiscity. There 
are thousands of voters in both par- 
ties who will bolt and scratch and vote 
as they please. ‘It is perfectly safe to as- 
sume that no candidate can be elected with- 
out this powerful element of intelligent in- 
dependent voters. 

Now, Messrs. ward politicians and bar- 
room statesmen, do you think, for instance, 
that Mr. BOB CLAIBORNE can get this vote? 
Do you think that Mr. BOB CLAIBORNE can 
possibly be elected? We think not. Bob 
CLAIBORNE isa fine-looking man, with mag- 
_nificent whiskers and many friends about 
the Four Courts. We have no unkind feeling 
towards him. But candor compels us to say 
that Mr. CLAIBORNE will make a more use- 
ful citizen about the Four Courts than in 
Congress. 

Mr. Joun M. GLOVER is another candidate 
who is actiyely in the field.

And can 
he get the vote of the merchants and inde- 
pendents? Is he sufficiently identified with 
the material, practical business interests of 
the city? | 

Col. JAMES QO. BROADHEAD is the third 
candidate whose active friends vigorously 
push for his nomination. Col. BROADHEAD 
is certainly a very good man and weighs at 
least 240 pounds. His ambition to go to 
Congress is not recent. He has been an 
ambitious politician all his life, though 
thus far without success. But could Col. 
BROADHEAD be elected? Could any one be 
elected in the old Second Oongressiona! Dis- 
trict who apologizes for the cause of the 
Uaion and is afraid of saying something that 
will offend a few miserable, dirty ex-seces- 
sionists at the corner of Third and Chestnut? 
We doubt it. We think Col. BroapHEApD 
could not even get his own party vote on ac- 
count of tbat suicidal GENTRY letter in which 
he tried to stab the Democratic party to 
death. 

Now, why would it not be well to leave 
these three active rivalsand take upa new 
man whose nomination would really mean an 
election, who would unitezhe whole party 
strength, receive the independent vote and 
make an excellent Congressman? 

Why not nominate a man who does not seek 
the place, does not want it, but is most emi- 
uently qualified forit and could make him- 
self more useful to the business interests of 
this city than any person yet named?

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‘SCIENCE OF BARBARISM.” 

A telegram from the capital of the Ger- 
man empire, under date of the 15th inst., 
says: 

In the Reichstag yesterday Bismarck, re- 
plying to criticisms as to the largeness of the 
military budget, said the millions of bayonets 
sustained by Germany’s neighbors pointed to 
the center of Europe as to a magnet. Germany 
might have coalitions against her asin former 
times. He had thus far been able to frustrate 
such coalition, but only hecause the strength 
of Germany was known. In view, he said, of 
the slightly developed national feeling of our 
countrymen,the French do not abandon the 
hope of getting back Alsace and Lorraine. 

It is doubtful whether this explanation—if 
such it may be called—-wil! satisfy those who 
footthe bills. It may satisfy the ruling mi- 
ority, who are directly interested in main- 
ng the imperial system, with all its 


mp, power and paraphernalia; but how 


about the ruled majority, the toiling millions 
whose hard-earned money goes into the 
bottomless “military budget,’? and whose 
blood is poured out in the cgnflicts which 
military pride and prestige always provoke? 
The German people are proverbially patri- 
otic, but itis more than doubtful whether, if 
BISMARCK’S policy-in this matter were sub- 
mitted to popular vote, it would be sus- 
tained; as doubtless it will be by their 
alleged representatives in the Reichstag. 
They would, we believe, rather risk the 
chances of **the millions of bayonets,’’ and of 
possible “coalitions” inthe future than suffer 
a continual drain upon their pockets for pre- 
parations to meet peril that may never come 
—peril, too, which these preparations are 
more likely to increase than prevent. For 
“Germany’s neighbors,’’ following Ger- 
many’s example, will enlarge their stock 
of bayonets to keep pace with hers; 
and so the very precautions BISMARCK pro- 
poses against foreign attack will, sooner or 
later, bring it. The ‘“‘neighvors,” feeling that 
their safety is threatened by the constantly 
growing German armies, will swell their 
own, and then, at the first convenient oppor- 
tunity, combine and conquer. This plain 
lesson of history, a hundred times repeated, 
the Imperial Chancellor and his supporters 
cannot or will not hear, Therefore Germany 
must pay the penalty—in oppressive burdens 
now, in perpetual danger, and in final disas- 
ter. 

Meanwhile is it not curiously suggestive 
thatour boasted Nineteenth Century civiliza- 
tion produces more of what the greatest 
master of it called “‘the science of barbar- 
ism?’ than the world ever saw before? There 
are more trained soldiers to-day in Europe 
than at any previous period. Either Ger- 
many, Austria, Russia or France can, at 
two weeks’ notice, put into the field four 
times as many regular troops as Rome em- 
ployed at the summit of her glory. If we 
add to the fighters those engaged in furnish- 
ing fighting material, arms, ammunition and 
military stores of various kinds, the agzre- 
gate is simply enormous. If it were possible 
to calculate the loss which every branch of 
peaceful industry sustains by the with- 
drawal of these workers from their 
proper sphere of labor, the sum _ total 
would, indeed, be incredible. In one way 


or another probaply from ten to fifteen [~ 


per cent of the male population of Europe are 
engaged in war business, and the remainder 
are providing ‘‘the sinews of war’’ in the 
shape oftaxation. A startling exhibit, in- 
deed, when we consider the relative merits 
of war and peace; an exhibit which probably 
inspired VON MOLTKE with the ingenious idea 
that war is not the curse which it has com- 
monly been supposed, but one of the bright- 
est and best of blessings, and to be encouraged 
accordingly. A more sensible view, perhaps, 
is that which regards war as a necessary evil 
—a struggle for ‘‘the survival of the fittest,’’ 
But philosophical theories are of small con- 

sequence in the face of the deep-seated pop- 
ular opinion embodied ia the familar proverb 
that “there never wasagood waror a bad 
peace,’’? an odd commentary upon which is 
the reported refusal of the German Govern- 
ment to allow the public exhibition of the 
battle pictures of a certain famous artist, be- 
cause they are too realistic and tend to dis- 
courage the military spirit among the people! 
If the prevailing views in relation to 
the meaning and purpose of civilization 
be correct, then the fact that the 
Europe of 1882 is little better than a 
vast barracks, where millions of men 
are being educated to kill each other 
scientifically, and other mullions manufac- 
turing, or working to pay for, the appliances 
of scientific killing, carries its own most un- 
mistakable moral. Whatisthe civilization 
worth which necessitates, or permits, such 
tremendous advance in ‘‘the science of bar- 
barism’? When will Christendom become 
sufficiently civilized to discard that science, 
as it has other features of the barbaric state? 
W hen will **the swords be beaten into plough- 
shares, and the spears into pruning-hooks, 
and nations learn war no more’? Oris the 
Scriptural prophecy only the blissful dream 
of some pious soul who knew more of heaven 
than of earth, more of angels than of man?

IT appears that we have sone facilities for 
dealing out justice in Missourf yet. On the 
afternoon of Wednesday, June 7th, four 
thieves entered the town of Brookfie!ld and 
robbed the Linn County Bank. They were 
promptly pursued, captured and lodged in 
the Linneus Jail. An indictment was found 
against them, and on Thursday, the 15th, 
they were found guilty and sentenced each to 
twenty-five years in the Penitentiary. They 
are now registered at that institution. In ten 
days from the date of the commission of their 
crime they commenced serving out a sen- 
tence which will probably see them all laid 
away in the grave, It is this prompt and 
terrible vengeance of the law that intimi- 
dates the evil classes. How much better to 
set the courts in swift operation than to em- 
ploy people to kill malefactors or incite mobs 
to destroy them. The hanging of these 
Brookfield bandits by a mob would have 
only engendered cortempt for the law, 
while disgracipg the whole State of 
Missouri. It would have embittered 
law-breakers against the general populace 
and would have made them feel that they 
were all on the same common plane of law- 
lessness. It wouldeven have made heroes of 
the victims in the estimation of some weak- 
minded scoundrels. So long as our courts 
are prepared to deal with crimein a sum- 
mary way it is to be hoped that there will be 
no more Executive assassinations in Missouri,

JAILING HIS DEPUTY. 


How the Sheriff Placed Leonard 
Under Arrest. 


A Bitter’Feeling Existing—What Leon- 
ard Knows in the Gambling Cases. 


The incarceration of George H. Leonard, 
the special detective attached to the Circuit 
Attorney’s office for the purpose of making 
cases against the gamblers, has caused no 
little excitement among the different persons 
connected with the cases and the officials at 
the Four Courts. I¢ is claimed by the attaches 
of the Circuit Attorney’s office that there was 
atacit understanding yesterday with Deputy 
Sneriff Chariee Mason that notice would be 
given in time to provide a bom or 
present an application for a habeas corpus 
betore Leonard would be taken to the Jail. 
During the day, uptothe time of his incar. 
ation at 12 o’clock yesterday, Leonard haq 
been confined in the Circuit Attorney’s office, 
under the surveillance of a Deputy Sheriff. Ar 
about 3 o’ciock he was removed to the Jaii, 
searched, and placed among the other prison- 
ers of thatinstitution. The news of his being 
jailed soon reached Marshall McDonald and 
Jos. G. Lodge, whois acting, by the wish of 
Circuit Attorney Harris, in behalf of Leonard 


in this matter. The two gentlemen went 
to the Sheriff's office at the Four Courts to see 
Mason and ascertain why Leonard had been so 
roughly used when a promise had been made 
that he should pot be placed in jail until they 
bad at least been notified. Magon was not in, 
but oneortwo deputies were sitting around, 
and to them inter:Ogatories were put on the 
subject. Hot woras between McDonald and a 
deputy ensued, which might have ledtoa 
gory combat but for the providential arrival of 
bis Honor Judge Cady upon thescene. A 
transitory peace Wasmace. Afterwards Mr. 
Lodge went into the Sheriff's office and. 
Mason being there, he spoke sD ut the fact of 
Leonard being jailed without tue notice which 
had been promised. A spirited dialogue en- 
sued between Lodge and Mason, in which 
language and gestures of a rather excited 
character tooa part. Mr. Lodge said thatit 
was an Outrage that an officer of the law 
shoulda be incarcerated when criminals were 
allowed to run at large for fouror five wees 
without interference. They had even entered 
and re-entered the Sheriff's office at the Four 
Courts with impunity. This excited Mason, 
and he said: 

‘*Well, Leonard is in jail, and you bet your 
life he will stay there.’ 

Mr. Lodge replied: ‘‘You think you have 
done your duty, yours man. He is in jail, 
that’s true, but with his (staying there, thank 
God, you have nothing to do with it; we will 
attend to that.’’ 

R. Lodge then left the office and in a short 
time 

A BOND OF A HUNDRED DOLLARS 

was procured and Leonard released. The writ 
of habeas corpus will be areued on the 22d, un- 
til which time Leanard will be at liperty. Some 
strictures were made by the attorneys for 
the gainblers upon the course of 
Judge Cady ip releasing on bail 
a person whois committed for a criminal con- 
tempt.

Heis a State officer and has 
been the principal medium through 
which the various gamblers and lottery men 
bave been placed and identified and 
cases made againstthem. Leonard is said to 
be amar of strict integrity and has proved 
himself very eflicient in the arrests and in 
making evidence against the principal gam- 
blers. Heincompany with Deputy sheriff's 
arrested over one hundred of them. In nearly 
every instance the deputies were unacquaint- 
ed with the men, and Leonard by his knowl- 
edge of ,them ail would stand by and point 
out each as the capias was 
produced, thereby rendering the Sheriff 
great aid in the prosecution of his 
business. He was of such use that a commis- 


ppomen.anecial deputy sheriff was issued to 


im, sothat he niight arrest the lotsery men 
when he found them, and in many cases 
did this. When he was put in the jail yester- 
day he haa on a sheriff's star, and in his 
pockets were found warrants for lottery men 
and letters addressed to him by Sheriff Muson 
as deputy. His commission as a special deputy 
has never been revoked, so when he was 
Placed in quod yesterday acurious case of a 
sheriff locking up his own deputy was wit- 
nessed. Mr. McDonald claims that too great 
assiduity was displayed inthe service of the 
writ against Leonard and not enough against 
the gamblers and iottery men, the Sheriff 
had a perfect right under the law to be as ex- 
peditious as possible, but that it was uncour- 
teous to show such undue haste in the matter. 
The opinion of pereons around the Four Courts 
is that 
THE SHERIFF, SOMEWHAT NETTLED AT THE AOC- 
TION OF JUDGE LAUGHLIN 
in fining him for not serving capiases which he 
had in bis possession so long, has determined 
to prosecute his duties hereafter with vigor and 
show no partiality to any grade and condition 
of persons with whom he hastodo. Leonard 
says that he is of opinion that a deputy 
watcbed his house the night before last, as he 
saw some one there whom he deemed a sort of 
suspicious person.

Lodg , who wiil represent Leouard, went to 
the Clerk of the Criminal Court, and asked if 
a dedimus or commission to take depositions 
in the McChesney case had ever been issued 
from that court. The Clerk said there had not 
been any such commission issued. A 
POST-DISPATCH;: reporter asked Mr. Lodge if 
this fact would bave a material bearing on the 
case. ‘‘It will have this bearing,’’ he repiiea: 
‘‘upless such x commission bas been issued 
the proceedings of the notary, in my opinion, 
are illegal and void from beginning to end.

THE VERDICT. 


The Coroner’s Conciusion in the Cooper 
Murder case. 


The Coroner continued the inquest on the 
body of the young colored mun, Charies 
Cooper, who dgiea on Thursday under 
such suspicious circumstances, at 10 o’ciock 
this morning. The post-mortem of yes 
terday, which was made with some 
degree of thoroughness, revealed that 
these were fractures of the spinal vertabre, 
between the fifth and sixth processes, and also 
brnises On the neck, both caused by external 
violence. Tne vertabral injuries were suffi- 
cient to have caused death. Wm. Farley was 
sworn and testified that he had seen Cooper 
Sunday night last, between 11 and 11:30, on the 


southwest corner of Tenth and 
Waluut streets. Witness was accompanied 
by his brother and a man named Renuiy. The 
three went into the saloon and too a drink 
ingether. After that he went out on the side- 
waik again and sang two or three songs; then 
he and vis brother went away, leaving Coope: 
and some others who had come up standing 
there. 
other officer. 
same facte. 
C.J. sei. ly was sworn: Said he saw deceased 
at tue suloon, but paid no atteution to him as 
he did not know him personally. Witness 
bad been with Officer Hamilton during the 
evening, and waiked with him until 10:30. As 
they passed by the corner opposite the saloon 
they neard some singing. Toveofficer had said 
notaing to the persuns singing, asthey were 
on the opposite side of the street. He said tu 
witness that the singing was nice, 
and did not threaten to drive 
them away. Witness said to him: 
Now don’t chase them away, and he 
answered, oh, no, ag long as nobody objects, 
and they don’t make too much noise.’’ Wit- 
ness and officer parted in front of Batier’s on 
fenth street and the officer walked back up 
Tenth street and down Walnut to be relievea 
Witness did not see him apy more 
that night.

They certainly did not inherit 
their practical management from their an- 
cestors, but they showed a very high 
Spirit when the foolish project Was 
conceived of reintering their grandfather 
in Washington, which is the city of the living, 
not of the dead. There is scarcely a city of 
its size in the Union in which so few distin- 
vuished people are buried as in Washington. 
People die here as they do everywhere else 
but they are carried home to be buried. The 
Congressional Cemetery is the forlornest 
place that can be imagined. Mrs. Surratt lies 
For several years no stone 
marked her grave. <A stone-cutter in Wash- 
ington, without making any charge, fur- 
nished a simple slat with her name on it, and 
pulitat her head. One of the ghastly mem- 
ories of the White House is that awful July 
morning when poor Annie Surratt begged and 
peauded in vain to be allowed to see Presi- 
dent Johnson or any of his family, and when 
it was refused, lay down on the 
ttaifs and wept and shrieked for hours, 
lmploring all who passed by to 
lntercede for the mother, Who was hanged at 
1:39 O'clock. Washington may compare witb 
Paris in the shortness of its memory for 
horrors. The memory of the frigntful events 
' 


that followed upon President Lincoln’s agsas- 
Sination seems to have faded utterly away. 
The young generation growing up seem to 
know nothing of them. On the front wall of 
the plain brick house on Tenth street in 
which President Lincoln died is a marb‘e 
table recounting the event. The National 
Theater itself has been turned into an Army 
and Navy Museum, where there is a choice 
collection of curios, making a veritable 
chamber of horrors. There are Gen. Wash- 
ington’s false teeth, and the section 
of the vertebrae of President Gar- 
field which was exhibited during the 
trial of his murderer.

Manufacturing Birds. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 


Take a stick of wood one inch square and 
eighteen inches long and point one end. Slit 
the other end three or four inches and insert 
a piece of stiff cardboard six inches wide and 
afoot long. This will represent the body 
and tail of the bird. Fasten on both sides 
near the pointed end a tapering stick two feet 
long, With the outer ends slightiv elevated, 
and fasten to these andthe body a piece of 
cardboard ten inches wide and two feet long. 
Have the tail vertical instead of horizontal, 
asin the bird. Round off the outer rear 
corners of the wings for three 
or four inches. The imitation of 
the natural bird is now complete. There 
is no need of exactness, as the air you are to 
try itin will be an unknown quantity, and it 
may just suit the shape you make. An in- 
dispensable partis now to be added whick is 
to preserve equilibrium, and is not used by 
the natural bird. A tapering stick, say one 
and a halfiuches wide, three-eighths of an 
tnch thick at the top, three-eights of an inch 
sqvlare at the other end and eighteen inches 
‘long, is used. This piece is to be securely 
fastened by asmall bolt through the upper 
end to the hody piece, about five inches from 
theupperend. It must be capable of ad- 
justment Dy allowing the lowerend to swing 
front and back through, say forty degrees. To 
the lower end is fastened a musiin bag which 
will hoidtwo pounds of shot. Expose the 
effizy toa breeze of from threeto twenty 
mites an hour, from as higha situation as it 
is possible for you to obtain, by holding it by 
the pendant stick near the body. Adjust the 
weighted stick forward or back, and add or 
subtract shot until the effigy has a tendency 
to spring from your hand against the current 
of air, when it mary be released at a moment 
of greatest steadines of breeze. I have made 
hundreds of these toys with all kinds of suc- 
cess, but have never yet succeeded in getting 
one to travel beyond the limits of vision. 
They have proceeded directiv against the 
breeze for five hundred yards, and 
obliquely, up . or down, or to 
right or left, within these limits, when they 
would lose their balance and come down. 
Sometimes aimost any kind of one that was 
presented tothe air would float creditably, 
while atothers none would* succeed. The 
pendantiweight for maintaining equilibrium, 
though the best ever devised, is far too siug- 
gith for perfect work. The momentum of 
this weight presents the best results, forif a 
succession of puffs upon the same wing 
should occur .quickly together, the weight 
would swing far enough in obedience to the 
impulse given to capsize the effigy. Sucha 
succession of puffs is sure to occur sooner or 
later at each trial.

“THE TREASURY DEPARTMENT.” 


ihictidimeioiiia 
Men Who Manage and Handle the 
Finances of the State of 
Missouri. 
sIcasnddiiilaatainke 
Sketch of State Auditor Walker and 
Staff, and State Treasurer Chap- 
pell and Stati—Duties of 
the Various Offi- 
cials. 


Perhaps the most important . of the auxil- 
iaries of the State Government are the Au- 
ditor’s and Treasurer’s oflices, legally desig- 
nated and combined under the one head of 
“Treasury Department.” The Auditor’s 
' oflice occupies the southeastern corner of the 
Capito! building, directly opposite the Gov- 
ernor’s oflice and consists of an immense 
room, occupied by the chief clerk, the rev- 
enue clerk, the warrant clerk and a book- 
keeper. Openingto the south of this room 
is a smail private office of the Auditor 
and the fire-proof record room. 
These rooms are furnished 


comfortably but without any effort at dis- 
pe: In fact the parsimony of the Missouri 

emocracy had permitted all the depart- 
ments to become disreputably shabby until 
within the last year. ‘They are now in better 
condition than formerly. 

THE DUTIES OF THE AUDITOR 
are clearly described by law and embrace the 
following: First, to audit, adjust and settle 
all claims against the State payable out of the 
treasury, except only such claims as may be 
expressiv required by lawto be audited and 
settled by o.her oflicers or persons; second, 
draw all warrants’ upon the treasury for 
money; third, audit, settle and adjust the 
sccounts of the collectors of the revenue ana 
other holders of public money who are 
required by law to pav the same 
into the State Treasury; fourtu, keep an ac- 
count between the State and State Treasurer; 
fifth, keep an account of ali debts and credits 
between the State and United States, and of 
every sepurate fund in the treasury author- 
ized by law; sixth, direct prosecutions in 
thename ofthe State for all official delin- 
quencies in_ relation to the assess- 
ment, collection and payment of the 
revenue against all persons who by any 
means become possessed of public money or 
property and fail to pay over or deliver such 
money or property as required by law; 
seventh, at the commencement of each regu- 
lar session of the General Assembly, prepare 
and reportafulland detalied statement of 
the condition of the revenue and amount of 
expenditures for’ he two preced- 
ing years, a full and detailed 
statement of the public aebt, with estimates 
of the revenue and expenditures for the two 
succeeding years; eighth, makea semi-an- 
nual report to the Governor of the condition 
of the office. In brief, the Auditor is the gen- 
eral accountantof the State, and the keeper 
of all public account books, accounts, vouch- 
ers, bonds and coupons, paid or redeemed, 
and all papers relating to the accounts and 
contracts of the State. 
THE TREASURER’S DUTIES 
are simply to receive and safely keep all 
money of the State, disbursethe same upon 
warrants issued by the Auditor, and give in- 
formation to the General Assembly and the 
Governor. The Treasurer’s oflice adjoins the 
Auditor’s,facing the rotunda, and command- 
ing a view of the Executive Mansion and the 
river. It consists of a small reception 
room, a small office and a vault. This 
officer maintains a chief clerk and one book- 
keeper, the latter acting also as cashier. In 
the Auditor’s office it has been eustomary for 
all fee-bills attendant upon costs in criminal | 
-cases to be. examined and adjusted by the’ 
bookkeeper; all reports and biils from Sher- 
iffs and Collectors are settled by the revenue 
clerk, and all warrants issued by 
the warrant clerk, subject alwavs 
to the personal inepection of the chief clerk. 
Bil's against the State for serving requisi- 
tions and capturing fugitives for which re- 
wards have been offered are approved by the 
Governor—the actuai adjustment being made 
by his private secretary—and are paid from 
the fund appropriated for the apprehension 
of fugitives from justice, and thesuppression 
of outlawry. It maynot be amiss to state 
here that 
THE BOARD OF FUND COMMISSIONERS. 

consisting of the (iovernor, the Auditor and 
the Attorney-Genera!, are embraced in the 
Treasury Department, but their duties are 
almost exclusively contined to direeting the 
paymeat of interest on the public debt, the 
issue, redemption and cancellation of bonds 
and to exercising a supervisory contro] over 


the Auditor’s and Treasurer’s cfiices. 
All coupty bonds are required 
to be registered and thoroughly 


examined by the Auditor—a labor that con- 
stitutes the principal employment of the 
chief clief. The vast amountof power neces- 
sarily heic and wielded by the Auditor cives 
him the respectful consideration of all other 
Ofiicials, who, in some respects, are at his 
mercy. For instance, if the Secretary of 
State finds the services of an _  ad- 
ditional clerk necesssry, or that 
his office requires a new carpet, 
he must cone! liate the Auditor, 
and persuade that official to recommend to 
the Legisiature an additional appropriation 
for the desired purpose. A constant refusal 
to so conciliate has kept Mr. McGrath short 
of c'erical assistance, and at one time placea 
his cfiice in a very shabby condition. In this 
manner the State Auditor ean get in his little 
revenge ail around the Capitol building, and 
all over the State, for that matter. 
THE AUDITOR AND STAFF, 

Hon. John Waiker, of Howard county, is 
the present S'ate Auditor. Heis somethbirg 
ofa giant in figure, being oyer tix feet high 
and properticnately developed. He possesses 
eonsiderable dignity,and his manners are 
irreproachable, excepting aslight inelina- 
tion to Uriah-Heepism. There are traces of 
[ndian in Mr. Waiker. His complexion is 
decidedly swarthy, his cheek-bones high and 
bis eves dark ond sparkling. He wears a 
closely-cut white beard and mustache and 
white bair. Auditor Walker’s chief claim to 
elevation lay in the fact that he was a farmer 
and agranger. He succeeded, not becau-e of 
this claim—as he appears to believe—but 


neeause he whs about the 
only inoffensive man upon whom 
the opposition to Thomas  Hotliday 


eould unite. Mr. Walker was born March 
11, 1824, in Howard county, Missouri, and 


was educated in private schools. His jife 
was spent upon a farm until he be- 
came a member of tbe Twenty-ninth 


General Assembly. This placed the political 

ea in his bonnet, and in i&S75 he obtained 
from Gov. Hardin the appointment of Rail- 
road Commissioner, to fill a vacancy, and in 
1876 he was elected to the same position fora 
term of two years. Publiciy he is all smiles 
and geniality, but privately he is inclined to 
be severe and domineering. He is mentioned 
as a candidate for Governor in 1884. 

Joho T. Clark, chief clerk, has been con- 
nected with the Auditor’s office for nearly 
ten years, and during that period bas occu- 
piea every position to the satisfaction of the 
public. He was a candidate for Auditor in 
the convention of 1880, but his following went 
to Walker, and be was complimented with 
the chief clerkship. With the exception of 
an incipient blonde mustache. Mr. Clark 
has asmooth face andan intellectual head. 
He seldom talks, but is always cheerful in his 
replies and accommodating in his manner. 
Before removing to Jefferson Vity he served 
two terms as Sheriff of Jefferson county, de- 
monstrating his fearlessness by breaking up 
the gang of outiaws of which Sam. Hilde- 
brand was the leader. Once a mob attacked the 
County Jailfor the purpose of lynching two 
prisoners, but Clark promptiy opened fire 
upon the lynchers aud finally dispersed them. 
At that time he was the youngest Sheriff io 
the State. Heis possessed of considerable 
pmeans, owning a magnificent residence at 
the capital, besides alargefarm.

_ FEMALE PRISONERS. 


How They are Searched by the 
Guards in Jail.

—— 


A Practice That Should be Abolished— 
Another Grievance of the In- 
mates. | 


Several months ago the papers of this city 
called attention to the fact that the female 
prisoners at the Work-house were used for 
the purpose of breaking rock, enduring the 
same hardships as the male prisoners. The 
public condemuation that followed resulted 
in the establishment ofa brush factory in that 
institution which now gives employment to 
al) the female and some of the male prisoners. 
A few days ago a Post-DISPATCH reporter, 
while visiting the Jail, by a casual remark of 
a visitor had his attention attracted to 
another indignity to which female prisoners 
are subjected and one that should be reme- 
died by the proper authorities as speedily as 
possible. A very respectable woman who 
bad been arrested and brought to Jailona 
trivial offense, after going through the 


usual preliminary examination of 
all prisoners as regards name, age, 
nativity, etc., was conducted to a 


ceil by one of the guards, who, entering with 
her, remained a few moments, and then re- 
turned to the floor. Inquiry revealed the 
fact that all prisoners turned over to the Jailer 
to await the action of the courts were thor- 
oughly searched to see that they had no dan- 
gerous weapons or other articles on their 
persons that might be used to facilitate an 
escape. This rule is strictly adhered 
to, in cases of female as well as male 
prisoners, and to enabie the guards to make 
the search thorough the female prisoners are 
compelled to partially disrobe. The embar- 
rassment following such a proceeding in the 
presence of ajail guard is evidently more 
easily imagined than described, for no mat- 
ter how degraded the woman may be, or how 
low she has descended the social ladder, she 
cannot help but feel a flush 
of shame mantiling her brow as perhaps for 
the first time sheis subjected to an examina- 
tion of her person which, when performed by 
a man, becomes the very essence of indelica- 
cy, if not brutality. 
THERE IS NOT ANOTHER CITY 

in the United States where a woman ac- 
cused of crime and placed in jail suffers a like 
indignity. The examination of the person of 
female prisoners in most cities is delegated 
to one of their own sex, and the 
prisoner is not 80 apt to feel 
her degradation so keenly as when searched 
by aman. In New York, Philadelphia, Chi- 
cago and Cincinnati the female prisoners are 
separated eutirely from the male p isoners, 
aud are placed under the watchful eye of a 
matron, Who not only attend: to the search- 
ing process but looks after their welfare as 
long as they remaininconfinement. In this 
city no attempt has been made to 
isolate the sexes, and the female prisoners 
are quartered where they can see and be 
seen py all the male prisoners, giving them 
ample opportunity for flirtations, note-writing 
and other practices which have avery de- 
moralizing effect on the discipline of the jail, 
as the would-be masher is to be found in jail 
as well as atthe matinee and on the prom- 
enade. Eveninthe smaller towns and vil- 
lages, where there are not enough female law- 
breakers to warrant the employment of a 
matron, the searching of the female prisoners 


is generally delegated to the jailer’s 
wif or some other female member 
of 8 family, and the sexes are 


isolated as much as possible. There is ample 
room in the jail of this city to partition off the 
female prisoners to thénisetvées, and no better 
quarters could be selected than that part of 
the building formerly used as the “thospital,’’ 
but which has now falien into disuse. A suf- 
ficient number of cells could be erected in the 
“hospital’’ part of the building to accommo- 
date all the females, and if such a step had 
been taken some time ago it would have 
resulted in the saving of the life of 
poor Gypsy Howard, who was burned to 
death before assistance could reach her,while 
locked up inacellon account of improper 
conduct with one of the male prisoners. 
WHEN A JAIL SENTENCE 

is imposed upon a female criminal in lieu of 
a sentence to the Work-house or Peniten- 
tiary it has always been upon the basis that, 
it beiag the prisoner’s first offense, a chance 
of reformation remained. It would be a 
miracle to see the female prisoner who, after 
serving a jail sentence and being discharged, 
did not poesess more knowledge of crime and 
easy methods of making a living than she did 
the first night she slumbered in a 
cell. She acquires her knowledge thor- 
oughly from the simple fact that she 
has no task imposed, no work to perform to 
keep her thoughts busy, nothing to do but sit 
around laughing, chatting, absorbing all the 
obscene talk of her more depraved and better 
informed companions,and through smuggled 
letters she feeds her imagination on the pas- 
sionate words of numerous male prisoners 
who, assuring her of their undying devotion, 
tell her of the silk dresses and diamonds that 
will be hers when they secure their freedom. 


One thing is certain, and that 
is that the reformation of 
an of the female prisoners 


y np 
sentenced to the jail will never be successful 
until they are isolated and placed beyond the 
reach and influences of the male prisoners, 
andsome work allotted them to keep their 
thoughts engaged. Few visitors who have 
inspecied the jail but have had their at- 
tention attracted to 
THE SIX LARGE DOORS 

situated atthe end of each tier of cells and 
which lead directly to docks 
connected with the respective 
courts located inthe Four Courts building. 
In former years these doors were used for 
the purpose of transferring the prisoners 
from jai! to the court-rooms, but lately they 
have not been used and the prisoners,to reacn 
the court-rooms,must pass through the hall- 
ways of the Fuur Courts building, subjected 
to the gaze ef a large crowd of curious 
vazers, tramps, hoodlums and women of easy 
virtue. Parties having business at 
the Four Courts building have 
complained repeatedly of the crowd which 
infests the hallwavs of the building, and the 
Police Department has made many efforts to. 
keep the building clear of all persons hay- 
ing no seeming business, but they have al- 
wavs been unsuccessful. If the old system of 
transferring prisoaers tocourt-rooms was re- 
vived by using the doors spoken of, the hal!- 
ways of the building would be Kept clear, as 


the “crowd” could not in that 
case gee the prisoners except 
when they were placed on trial. 


The old system entailed a little more labor 
and was not probably as convenient asthe 
present one, but hadthe former never been 
abandoned§ Officer Doran would not to-day 
rest in his grave and Jack Shea, his slayer, 
would not have the scaffold staring him in 
the face, for it was only through the large 
crowd that thronged the hallways that Shea 
was enabled to make his escape from the 
Deputy Sheriffs having bim in charge; anc 
had the old system never been abandoned 
it would have been impossible for 
Shea to have come in contact with 
the crowd. There may be some good reason 
for the non-usage of the doors spoken of, but 
they must be weighty indeed to suffice for the 
penalty of two human lives.

THE FEMININE FOOT. 


How Ill-Made Gaiters, Dancing and 
Rope-Skipping Destroy the instep. 
From the New York World. 

One of the oldest orthopedic surgeons in 
New York yesterday told a Worid reporter 
that the number of splayed feet in this city 
was large and rapidly increasing. . 

*“What inthe world are ‘splayed feet?’ ?? 
asked the reporter. 

“Why, a splayed foot is a flat foot, or one in 
which the arch of the instep has been broken 
ae ted 

“Pray, why should people living in the cit 
of New York break down the arches of their 
insteps?’’ 

“They do it by wearing high-heeled shoes. 
Of course, I am speaking of young giris and 
misses and not of grown-up persons of either 
sex. Now,the misses and young ladies of 
France wear heels that are even higher than 
we are accustomed to see in this country. 
But the heel of the French shoe is placed 
well forward, almost under the middle of 
the foot,so that the arch or instep is supported 
just as the cpan ofa bridge is sustained by a 
tower or abutment under the middle of the 
span. Our shoemakers place the hee! further 
back. This lengthens the span and increases 
strain.” 

‘*Do you often come across these cases of 
broken-down insteps?’’ 

‘*They are by no means uncommon. They 
are almost exclusively confined to females, 
and the weaker the general constitution the 
more likely is the foot to suffer. ’?? 

“What is the difference in the appearance 
of a pair of feet that are splayed and a pair 
that are not splayed?” 

‘*All the differnece in the world. The nat- 


ural foot is beautifully arched at 
the center, especiaily in fe- 
males. Any person who has a. high 


iustep has as good arightto be proud of it 
as any person with classic features basto be 
proud of the imagethat he sees reflected 
when he looks at the mirror. Splayed foot is 
most common among peasants of some of the 
European countries where the people. are 
obliged todo hard work, such as carrying 
heavy burdens at avery early age. In such 
cases, especially if the child is poorly feed or 
naturally weak, the ligaments sustaining the 
arch of the foot arevery apt to give way by 
degrees, and then we have a pair of feet as 
flan as the paws of a grizzly bear. And yet I 
should hardly make such a comparison, for a 
broken down footis worse then flat; it curves 
the other way, so that the toes are always 
pointing upwards.’’ 

**Ana the cause of this deformity is entire- 
ly attributable to the defective construction 
of hirh-heeled shoes?’’ 

‘* No, notentirely. I think it is sometimes 
produced by children beginning to dance al- 
most as soon as they are able to walk, such as 
we see in some German communities. In 
dancing the little youngster sometimes eus- 
tains the whole weizht of the body on the tips 
of the toes a quarter of an hour ata stretch. 
The bones at that age area little less than 
cartilage, and can very easily be deformed. 
As proof of this you have only to recollect the 
Chinese practice of shaping the feet of their 
female children. 1 suppose the feet of young 
girls of tender constitution are also sometimes 
injured in ‘jumping the rope,’ especially in 
such trials of endurance where they pit them- 
selyes to see Who can jump the preatest hum- 
ber of times without stopping.’ ) 

** How about roller-skating, which has lately 
become 80 popular?” 

‘*There can he no doubt that a little exer- 
cise each day at roller-skating would strangth- 
en and invigorate the muscles of the legs. 
But the trouble is, the girls we see playing at 
rolier-skating on the sidewalks and in 
the parks are allowed to greatly overdo the 
business. The result is that instead of well- 
rounded, plump, muscular limbs, we see, af- 
ter a few weeks’ practice, a pair of attenuated 
‘*broomsticks,’’ accompanied by a wan ex- 
pression of the countenance, and an unnatu- 
ral nervousness of the whole organization. 
Oh, if the people of this world would only 
make use of the common sense with which 
kind Nature has eudowed them!’

‘ Those who find amusement in prowling 
around apothecary shops may some times 
wonder whether the papered and inked pre- 
parations which stand forth like armies ready 
to do battle contain, as is pretonded, cures 
for all the ills that flesh is heir to, or whether 
death lurke—if death ever lurks—among 
them. A mild-eyed, gentie, unassuming 
apothecary, who has more friends to the 
square mile than any other apothecary fn 
America, looked wistfully at a Times repor- 
ter who surveyed a regular army division. of 
bottles on the shelves of a much-frequented 
shop inthis city. ‘‘Wonderful how many of 
these things there are,” said the apothecary, 
picking up a bottle of toothache drops. Then 
his oratorical flood-gates were opened wide 


and the reporter listened. He said 
that in country places where 
the vendor of patent medicine 


appears with one-half of his wagon filled with 
circulars and the other half with some as- 
tonisbing cure sales are rapidly made. The 
vendor transacts his business in public. 
While holding forth before an audience that 
finds entertainment in listening to him the 
vendor calls upon any one in the crowd who 
may be suffering with the toothache, rheu- 
matism, or any of the one thousand and one 
complaints that his great remedy witl prompt- 
ly set aside, to step forward and be cured. 
Some one with the toothache, perhaps, ap- 
proaches the vendor{ and, amid the excite- 
ment which such an important event in bis 
life ig sure to create, has the remedy applied 
and is ready to immediately acknowledge that 
the ache has disappeared. The reputation of 
the remedy is made at once. Ever: body buys 
it, and, in the language of the vendor, *“‘chil- 
dren crv for it and old maids sigh for it.’’ 
The circulars inform the wonder strick- 
en crowds that the remedy is sold at 
every resvectable apothecary shop in New 
York. The vendor is sure to meet some one 
who wishes to buy the exclusive right to sell 
the remedy, and to such a one, upon the re- 
ceipt of a more or less handsome sum of 
money, he disposes of his right, title and in- 
terest in say ‘‘The Golden Stairs Toothache 
Anpihilator.”? The vendor and the new pur- 
chasers go on their ways rejoicing. The first 
continues to prepare and sell the same reme- 
dy as before, but twists the name into the 
“Tally-ho%locthache Buildozer,” and the 
second prepares and selis the originai ‘*Gol- 
den Stairs Toothache Annihilator.’’ both are 
made by the same formula, and both find 
ready sale. The exclusive rights to sell these 
articles are soid as often as purchasers can be 
found, and the origina! seliers are mercly put 
to the trouble of securing new names for tke 
same old stuff which they coatinue to man- 
ufacture. 

The apothecary picked up a package of 
whooping-cough remedy and said it would 
perhaps tell the story of many other prepa- 
ratious. A clerk in a printing establishment 
had three children suffering with whooping- 
cough. He securedfrom a physiciav a pre- 
scription that called for something that un- 
questionably greatly relieved the children. 
The clerk Was pecuniarily embarrassed, as 
tome other clerks have been, and was unable 
to pay the physician for his attendance. At 
such atime as this necessity was again the 
mother of invention. The clerk hit upon the 
idea of having the remedy prepared for sale 
in apothecary’s shops so that he might accu- 
mulate enough wealth to pay his phvsican’s 
bill, and now the remedy is done up in neat 
packages and belongs vo the reguiar army of 
preparations displayed in jhe shops. The 
apothecary then displayed several packayes 
of “teas”? which have high-sounding names 
on the wrappers, and said they were made of 
salts and scennua, with a little ginger or anise- 
seed added. One of. these bottles selis 
for 50 cents, and the same amount 
of salts or scenna, which would serve 
the purpose equally 4s well, would cost about 
five cents. Then the apothecary grasped 
several bottles of beef, wine and irou by the 
neck, and laughed at their worthlessness, 
The idea of beef, wine and iron mixed, he 
said, was a good oue, but those who prepared 
it vied with each otherin their endeavors to 
place itonthe market at cheap rates, and 
thus madeit absolutely worthless for any 
purpose. The apothecary said that he could 
not at that moment refrain from deplorirg 
the fact that men who were never graduated 
from a college «of pharmacy are proprietors 
of apothecary shops in this city. The law re- 
quires that apothecaries shall be graduates 
of such colleges, and these men evade the 
law by hiring clerks who are graduates. The 
apothecary said that in no other trade was it 
#0 important that aman should thoroughly 
understand his business. Patent medicines 
are kept in shops for 80 great alength of 
time that they lose their merit, if they ever 
had any. Changes are going on as time flies, 
the liquids evaporate, or get into such a state 
thatit becomes a very serious matter 
whether they should be used upon man or 
beast. The man who does not understand 
bis business buys all the old stock of patent 
medicines offered to him at cheap rates, and 
is unknowingly ready to deal death and des- 
truction among the rest of mankind. 

The apothecary continued that physicians 
are greatly to blame for recognizing patent 
medicines at all. For an instance, one of 
them writes out a prescription for 4 standard 
preparation and gives li toa patient. The 
patient is one of the knowing kind, like the 
majority of patients, and when he reads the 
name of some well-known patent medicine 
man on his prescription he immediately re- 
solves to outwit the physician. Going tothe 
apothecary shop he says to the clerk: ‘Give 
mea bottle of Biank’s uh—uh—ah—ah,lemme 
see.’ He has forgotten what Biank’s rem- 
edy is cailed, and he tugs at the prescription 
in bis pocket and reads it. ‘*Oh, ves,’’ he 
resumes, “give me a bottie of Blank’s High- 
and-Mighty Bazouk.’’ The clerk smiles. He 
knows what he would have done if the pa- 
tient had given him that prescription. He 
would have taken a bottle of Blank’s High- 
and-Mighty Bazouk, washed the label frum 
itand placed upon ita label bearing the di- 
rections foruse which the physician had or- 
dered. Shouldthe patient use the prepara- 
tion according to such directions there would 
be a possibility that the remedy would be of 
service to him. But the patient pockets the 
bottle as he laughs in nis sleeve, and, hasten- 
ing to his home, he begins to fil] himself with 
the preparation. The resultio such a case as 
this is generally disastrous. The patient 
finds that in endeavoring to remove the cause 
of one complaint he bas vroughtanother aud 
perhaps worse ailment upon himee'f, 

A certain patent medicine may be a good 
thing to-day, but when the manufacturer 
dies and his heirs undertake to prepure it 
they generally change the formula so that 
they can get more money outofit. Thus 
the 
of the distinguished discoverer continues to 
be pasted upon it,anditis sold with great 
regularity. The knowivg patient who gets a 
prescription for a standard preparation from 
a physician, and then bids adieu to the doc- 
tor, who is anxious to know the effect of the 
article upon him, does not stop to think that 
every disease has many phases, and that 
what would be a proper dose for one person 
would be a decidedly improper dose for 
another. What may relieve one person micht 
have no effect whatever upon another person. 
The use of salicylic acid, now so common in 
the preparation of remedies for rheumatism, 
becomes absolutely dangerous in many cases. 
Good physicians say thatthe acid must pro- 
duce its effect within twenty-four hours. If 
there is no good effect up to that time then 
the further use ofthe acid becomes danger- 
ous. It weakens the heart, and something 
to counteract it must be usedatonce. The 
majority of persons who buy patent medi- 
cinesfintended to cure rheumatism. andwhich 
contain salicylic acid, know nothing about 


the danger they confront, and that 
heart diseases become prevalent in not sur- 
prising. Some physicians imugine, said 


the apothevsry, that druggists like to sel! 
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preparation is deteriorated, but the nume* 


patent medicines. He protested that such is 
not the case. He and others in the business, 
he said, despised patent medicines, and never 
recommend them. Among the tricks resorted 

by inventors of these medicines the 
apothecary mentioned one. An enormous! y 
fat woman visited a drug -store some years 
ago and asked the pruprieior whether he had 
any “‘Anti-Fat’’ forsale. He replied in the 
negative, saying that he had never heard of 
such athing. The woman strode from the 
store, and the aprtheciary followed her. 
Whenever she reached a-drug store she en- 
tered it and asked for *“Anti-Fat,’’and every~- 
where she was toid that no such article was 
there for sale, It was discovered that this 
woman had been employed bythe inventor 
of an **Anti-Fat’’ preparation to make a de- 
mand forit. She had formerly been em- 
plored as a living curiosity in a Bowery 
museum. The apothecary deplored the use 
of bitters, saying thatthe aloes and alcohol 
contained in them do much more barm than 
vood, and produce ailments that neither time 
nor money can cure. The bitters contain 
vegetabie matter which requires the use of 
considerab'e alcohol, and rabid temperance 
people are transformed into drunkards by 
using sueh decoctions. The apothecary made 
the startiing assertion that many respectable 
old ladies had been lured to drunkards’ 
graves by becoming addicted to the use of 
these bilters. 

Cod-liver-oil preparations were next spoken 
of by the apothecary, and, by way of dispos- 
ing of the whole subject in a clever way, he 
told a story which had been given to him bv 
one of the most eminent physicians of this 
city. The story showed how three very bright 
and cultivated young ladies of the higuer 
walks of life became drunkards. One of them 
was delicate and feevle. It seemed that the 
dread disease, consumption, was about to 
claim her. The familv physician believed 
that he could save her life, and he wrote out 
a prescription for her. This prescription 
called for oleum morrhuz and spirits fer- 
menti. The preparation was used with sur- 
prising results. The sickly girl developed 
into a beautiful figure. Her friends and 
relatives were gratified beyond expression. 
Two young and happy girls who knew her 
marveled at the wonderrul effects of the 
medicine prescribed for her, and when one 
dav she was about to visit the apothecary 
shop they decided to accompany her. Inthe 
shop the girls were very merry. The apothe- 
cary paid no special attention to them as he 
prepared the prescription, and  pussibly 
thanked his stars that he was not compelled to 
answer a thousand questions. The girls had 
a copy of the **Dispensatory” before them, 
and were endeavoring to discover what the 
prescription meant in vDiain English. At 
length they diecovered that ‘‘oleum mor- 
rhue” was cod-liver oil, and that “‘spirite 
fermenti”? was whisky. They laughed, but 
said nothing to the unsuspecting druggist. 
The great secret was with them. They ar- 
gued with themselves that as the wonderful 
preparation was merely cod-liver oil and 
whisky, they might purchase those ingre- 
dients at pleasure and mix them themselves, 
and they foilowed their inclinations. The re- 
sult was that the three girls became drunk- 
ards and their parents were heartbroken. 
Had the girls never known what ingredients 
were used in the preparation, and submitted 
themselves to the direction of the physician, 
they might have been ornaments in society 
to-day instead of filling drunkards’ graves, 
In conclusion, the apothecary said that rather 
than commend one of the patented articles 
he would condemn them all. Diseases are 
too often produced by their use, and death 
really does lurk in the regular army of patent 
medicines. 

The patent medicine business has assumed 
such euormous proportions thatthe largest 
dealers say that sometimes they ean scarcely 
realize that so much money Is invested init. 
Without the most extensive newspaper ad- 
vertising they admit the business wouid fai! 
away and be almost unheard of. They are 
satisfied that this would be the conditien of 
affairs with them notwithstanding their irre- 
movable opinion that many of the articles 
have genuine merit, and when properly used 
accomplish good results.

PROFESSIONAL ABDUCTORS. 
A Queer Organization in Ireland One 
Hundred Years Ago. 


Forcibly Carrying Off Lovely Women and 
Rich Heiresses. 


From the Buffalo News, 

There were curivus customs in Ireland a 
hundred years ago, especially inthe good city 
of Dublin, the streets of which in old times 
have in themselves furnished material for 
many &@ quaint and amusing article. The 
state of the best thorougnbfares was lamenta- 
ble. There were no areas to houses, and the 
waterspouts, instead of being carried down 
to the ground, so as to force the rain to run 
off in a contined stream, projected out either 
from the roof or half-way down the side of 
the house, so as to pour in torrenis after every 
shower over a large space below. 
Sewers there were few or none, the refuse 


being thrown into the streets, and as late as 
the year 1811 there was not a covered sewer in 
the most populous partof thecity. When 
the great sewerin Capei street was com- 
menced, in 1806, the sewer, atthe desire of 
the residents,was covered over and never 
finished, because it was so wide aud deep in 
proportion tothe breadth of the street that 
the people were afraid that the foundations 
of their houses would give way and fajl into 
this huge sewer. 

Pits, called cess-pools, dug before the doors 
of dweilings,were generally used to throw dir- 
ty waterin. The streetsjwere sonarrow and 
pestilence-breeding that it was determined 
to widen them, and a law to that effect was 
passed in 1757, but after the people bad sold 
their bouses to the *‘Wide Street Commis- 
sionera” they refused to give possession, 
alleging that they had yet six months to 
remain. A host of laborers were em- 
ployed by the Commissioners, and in the 
early dawn, with their ladders aad tools, 
they proceeded to strip off the roofs of the 
houses, leaving them open to the sky. The 
terrified people|bolted from their beds into 
the gstreets, under the impression that the 
city Was attacked by invaders, it being a tiiue 
of war. Ona learning the truth of the case, the 
Commissioners were allowed to proceed with 
their work uomolested. Dueling was at its 
height, all controversies being settled rather 
by force of arms than that of law; there were 
even ‘duelingciubs.” But stranger even than 
these was the “‘Apduction Ciub,” an associa- 
tion which was formed in the south of Ire- 
land, the memvers of which bound themseives 
by an oath to assist evch other in carrying off 
young girls, When a girl was thought wor- 
thy of being carried off the members drew 
lots or tossed up for her. The members ot 
the club were mostiy the younger sons or 
connections of respectable fawilies, having 
little or no fortune and greatly desiring 
wealth. 

They were called “‘Squireens,’’ and attired 
in red waistcoats, lined with narrow lace or 
fur, tight leather breeches and top boots. 
They distinguished themselves in fairs and 
markets, races and assizesa. Their agreeabie 
manners made young men of this class popu- 
lar with the peasantry, who were always 
ready and delighted to assist them in their 
perilous enterprises. The forcible abduction 
of a woman was certainly an outrage, but an 
outrage 8o agreeable to the spirit of the time, 
and so congenial tothe ardeut and romantie 
character of the people, that it was considered 
an achievement creditabie to the man and a 
matter of exultation to the woman. From 
the time the King of Leinster abducted 
Deroogle, and royalty set the example, it was 
aconstant practice. Obdurate parents who 
interposed their authority to prevent the 
course of true love running smooth found 
themselves minus their dsughter eome dark 
night, thanks to the vigilance and prompti- 
tude of the Abduction Club; for not only 
heiresses were the objects of ite attention 
but all couples who wanted to marry an 
were hindered by something or somebody. 
It was geaerally tne wildest ard most deyil- 
may-care fellow who undertook to head the 
enterprise, and such a Man was always found 
to have most attraction for a young and ro- 
mantic girl. 

As early as 1634 a statute was passed for 
punishing such as “carried away maydens 
that be inberitous,” bu', this proving ineffec- 
tual, in 1707 forcible abduction Was made a 
capital crime. 

The jaw proved inoperative from a belief 
which prevailed that the offender was nvt 
liable to punishment if the woman abducted 
him, so that the girl in most cases mounted 
the horse first, and assisted the voung fel- 
low to mount behind her.

He jed hera 
fearful existence, ran torough ai! her money, 
and she died in want and degradation. 
There was none to pity her, for all execrated 
her while living and abhorred her memory 
when dead. The fact of a man bazarding his 
life to carry ber off was thoucht a noble and 
heroic deed, her prosecution a base return 

and her misfortunés the just vengeance of 
heaven upon her. ? 

In another part of Ireland a melancholy at- 
tempted abduction case occurred. A grand 
mansion on the Derby side of Fovle was the 
property of a very Wealthy gentleman named 
Knox, the father of a beauitul girl. Jobn 
McNaghton was a young widower in tne em- 
plovyofthethen Irish Government. In the 
course of his duties he contracted a friend- 
ship with the Kuox family and a violent pas- 
sion for Mi-s Knox, which was fully returned 
by her. Tue father wouid not hear of their 
union, and MeNaghton persuaded the girl to 
go through a secret and informal ceremony cf 
marringe with him. 

He thereupon openly claimed her as his 
wife, which, the father denying, terrib'e 
hostilities arose between them. Knox de- 
termined to settie the affair by removing his 
daughter to London, and set out with berina 
traveling coach. McNaghton and a party of 
his friends concealed themselves in a cabin 
on the road which the carriage would pass, 
naving had the position in which the ocen- 
pants sat described to him. They were Knox, 
his wife, daughter and maid. The carriaze 
neared the cabin, the blinds of the carriage 
being drawa down so that those inside could 
not be recognized. MeNagaton set upon the 
coach in order to rescue his wife. Knox fired 
ovt ofthe window, two balls entering Mc- 
Naghton’s body. He discharged his pistol at 
random and fell. A shriek emanated from 
the interior of the coach, and Miss Knox 
was found dead. She had thrown her arms 
around her father’s neck to protect him. No 
less than five bails had entered her body, 
leaving the three otber persors unhurt. 
Some of his men carried McNaghton toa 
place of conceaiment and attended to his 
wound, but, a large reward being offered for 
his apprehension, he was soon captured. A 
few of his foilowers turved King’s evidence. 
McNaghton was tried, his wounds being so 
bad that he was wrapped in blankets and laid 
on a table in the dock. He was found gullty 
of murder and sentenced to death. On the 
dav of his execution he was +o far gone as to 
have to be supported. He was dressed in 
deep mourning for the unfortunate girl woom 
he mourned so deeply. Miss Kaox, whom to 
the last he claimed as his wife, was but fif- 
teen years of age, gentle, accomplished, 
greatly altached to the unhappy man, devot- 
edly fond of her father and with the strongest 
sense of rectitude and propriety. 

McNaghton is described as having been a 
man of daring enterprise and profuse gener- 
osity. He was a model of manly beauty, with 
most engaging manners and liberal and hu- 
mane disposition. Abduction was then, as 
has been shown, 80 common a mode of 
courtship in the North as weil as in the South 
of Ireland that a gentleman was considered 
vniyamanof epiritif he effected his mar- 
riage in that manner. Any fatai accident re- 
sulting to resisting friends was looked upon 
as a venial offense, and the natural conse- 
quences of their unreasonable obstinacy. 

The violent deatn of Miss Koox and the 
execution of her ill-fated husband took place 
on the road between Strasbane and Derry 

and asthe tale of their romantic love and 
tragic death is handed down from generation 
to generation of the peasantry, the spot is 
still pointed out to travelers who wander in 
the fair land of Ireland.

A DISGRACED FAMILY. 


The Last New York Tragedy Leads to 
Strange Disclosures. 
New York Letter to Cincinnati Enquirer. 
The casé of Gutermuth, the fiuve-looking 
German who was killed while walking with a 
woman on the street about two o’clock in the 
morning, shows a terrible state of affairsin a 
hotel-keeper’s family, and the influence of a 
loose woman over everybody. The police 
think one of the sous of Hawley D.Clapp, late 
proprietor of the Rossmore Hotel, instigated 
the assassinati+n of bis brother Mortimer,aad 
that the blundering assassins pounced on the 
wrong man and killed Gutermuth,who was out 
al that time of night with the kept mistress of 
another man, and incidentally the life of the 
sister of the Clapp sone was exposed, as the 
kept woman had made achumof her. The 
deceased tavern-keeper, Clapp, opened the 
Everett House and died in the Rossmore. 
Miss Clapp, the daughter, was placed tete-a- 
tete with the Inspector. Sne was at first in- 
clined to laugh, and make trivial remarks, 
and when reminded that the occasion Was a 
serious one, said that ber questioner was 
‘cross.’? As gently as possible facts were 
preseuted which showed that the extent of 
ner waywardues was known, and she fell on 
‘he Iuspector’s shoulder and asked for advice 
and help. She told a sad story of herseif,and 
admitted her belief in thetheory that the 
harm meant for Mortimer befell Gutermuth. 

Miss Nellie Clappisthe fourth child and 
youngest of the daughters of the late tavern- 
keeper, being about twenty-two vears of age 
She isa naturally bright and intelligent wo- 
nan, and has had much influence vver the 
other members of the family. She became 
intimate with Mirs. Hawks last winter, aud 
the two were frequentiy together at the Ross- 
more Hotel, Miss Nellie introducing her 
friend as a married woman, and her gener- 
ally ladyiike bearing when in the presence of 
ihe Clapp family resulted in her success- 
fully imposing upon them as a respectable 
woman. During the winter and spiing Mrs. 
Hawks and Miss Clapp have been esve- 
cially intimate,ine latter frequently Visiting 
the former at her apartments on 
Seventh avenue. About six weeks ago Mis- 
Ciapp had her trunk removed from the Ross- 
more to Mrs. Hawks’ flat, her excuse for sv 
doing to her mother and friends being tha! 
she was going to make a Visit to her friend 
during the absence of Mr. Hawks on a fishing 
“xeursioa. She remained there almost 
constantly until about two weeks ago, when 
ihe two hada quarrel, and Miss Clapp, in 
something of a ‘*buff,’’ returned to the Ross- 
more. Their quarrel was s00n over, how 
ever, and Miss Clapp returned to her friend, 
with whom she remained more or less con- 
stantiy up tothe time of the arrest. Aj- 
though the family did not seem to suspect 
anything wrong inthis familiarity between 
the two women, the character of Mrs, Hawks 
was so well known atthe hotel as to cause 
much comment and gossip in the cafe aud 
oar-room. Their names were coupled ina 
wost ofieus manner.
